During the period from May 16 to 23, 1918, 15 cases of plague 
were notified in Egypt. Of these, 2 cases, of which 1 was pneumonic 
in form, occurred at Port Said. The remainder were distributed 
by provinces as follows: Fayoum, 2 cases; Keneh, 1 case; Minieh, 
10 cases, of which 2 were septicemic in form. 

Typhus Fever — Alexandria. 

During the period from May 7 to June 3, 1918, 832 cases of typhus 
fever were notified at Alexandria, Egypt. The number reported 
from January to May, 1918, inclusive, was 1,826, and from July to 
December, 1917, inclusive, a total of 521 cases was reported.
